THE TEMPLE AT MACAO, NEAR CANTON 
Towarbs the middle of the sixteenth osntary, the town of Macao 
was no more than & barren rock, known only te fishermen, who 
found there a shelter from the tempest, and who sometimes landed 
with offerings to their goddess, in honour of whom they have here 
erected a temple. According to an old tradition. in which the people 
alerg the oosst have greet faith, an immense fest of jonks arrived 
at Folkien, and when about to set sail, a meiden, richly dressed, 
mede her appearance on board one of the junks, and insisted on the

The junks, with one ex on, remained 
at anchor, and this one had scarcely left the har when the 
tempest burst, and the rash vessel was dashed to When ali 


danger was over, the maiden desired the fleet to weigh anchor, ex- 
pressing her intention of accompanying it to its destination.

It 
was now evident to all the flet that this mysterious female must be 
a goddess; and, out of gratitude for the protection she had given 
them, the seamen decided on erecting to her ‘memory a temple on 
the spot where she had disappeared. The temple was named

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Tur American war is now entering, with uncxp:cted rapici’y, into 
the phase which it was thought would have succeeded its first 
campaign. The Federale have ciptured the seaports of the Oon- 
federates, and spparently established, except at one point, their 
ascendancy in tho йс'1. The Confederates, crippled by the loss of 
their oontraband trade, but relieved from the maintenance of mari- 
time garrisons, are reliriog into the interior of their immense terri- 
tories, and prepering to encounter with diminished but concentrated 
forces the next cperations of their adversaries. A few months will 
probably teach us what to expect from the atrategy of Sherman and 
the tactica, rather accepted than designed, of Beauregard and Lee. 
The progress of the Federals to this point has been dus to the ad- 
vantage gained by General Sherman over the army espeolally op- 
р‹вей to him. For the last two years tLe war bas been mainly 
conducted by two great armies on either side. The armies of Vir- 
ginis, under Lee and Grant, respectively contended fer the posses- 
sion of Richmond. The armies of Tennessee, as they were called, 
under Johnston end Sherman, disputed the command of the south- 
west. In Virginia the Confederates ma'ntained the success which 
had distinguished tho: former campaigus in that Btata, acd inflicted 
on the enemy a series of bloody repulses. Btill, though Grant 
could not take Richmond, he could not be driven away from it, 
and he improve thts far on the achievements of his predecessors, 
that he retained his footing on Virginian soil. Instead of with- 
drawing his army, and congratulating his countrymen on its 
“gafety,” as former generals had done, he held his ground with 
unconquerable obstinacy, pushed inoessantly at every polat of 
promise in the Confederate lines, and thus kept in check the best 
general of the South. Though he was not successful himself, it 
was he who enabled Sherman to become so. Lee and his army 
were neutraliz:d by Grant's tenacity, and Sherman, witheus fear 
of interruption from that quarter, pursued indefatigably his owa 
designs. These designs have led to the most memorable events a 
the war. President Davis once said that if Richmond were taken 
tho war oould still bə maintained for twenty years in Virginie 
alone, and the truth of the saying may scou be tested. It is even 
now reported that the evacuation of Richmond is in contempla- 
tion, and that General Lee will transfer his command to Lynch- 
burg. In the end it is thought that Sherman msy join Grant, 
and thatthe two Federal armies may be formed into one; but if 
Lee is also joined by Beauregard it ia possible that his military 
genios mey ә) give him the ascendancy. Lee and Beauregard 
are at the head of unbroken armies, and the spirit of the South bas 
rather been raised than depressed by its recent reverses. But one 
Federal army, at any rate, can range at will over Southern terri- 
tory, and the feeliug of the South ander this infliction is a most

Тик Government do not деру that they have not yet euocecded in 
constructing euch & gun as will fulfil the varied requirements which 
the recent revolution in the art of shipbuilding, as applied to vessels 
of war, demands. But they say it is not their fault. A committee 
appointed a short time since to inquire end report upon the best 
means of arming the navy expressed an opinion, the soundness of 
which has not been question: д, that the principal vice of the guns 
at present in use consist in their lightness and smallness of calibre. 
Thirty-two pounders, sixty-eight pounders—nay, even the boasted 
one-hundred-and-ten pounder Armstrong gun—were declared to 
be for all practical purposes little better than playthings when em- 
ployed ғ gainst such iron-cased frigates as naval engineers are now 
able to turn out of our dockyards. If the Warrior or the Agin- 
court is to be expected to pierce with her guas the sides of a ship 
similarly constructed, the Government were told that they must 
arm her with guns of в minimum weight of twelve tone, 
with nine inches of calibre, and carrying a  tbree-hun- 
dred-pound shot. Such was the advice of the commities; 
and, this being sc, the Government are now blamed 
for making guns ої seven-inch calibre end віх tone 
weight. The Admiralty admit that they aro still making the 
smaller guns, bat justify their conduct on the ground, first, that the 
resuila ef experiments have shown that these guns are capable of 
piercing targets constructed similarly to the sides of our iron- cleda ; 
and secondly, because they would prefer having some better 
authority for putting the country to the expense of supplying the 
navy with guns of twelve tons weight than the mere recommenda- 
tion of a committee о! the House of Oommons. Some of these 
guns, ss the Marquis of Harrington told the house, are in process of 
construction, and an early opportunity will be sought of testing 
their eflüciency ; bat, until that opporiunity has presented itself, the 
nation will not think the Admiralty much to blame in declining to 
construct an immense number of the mest costly desoription of 
guns, which might not improbably be condemned before they left

vanced by Mr. Baillie, and certainly a most serious one if established, 
was that the Governments of other States have overcome the difi.

The Parrot 
guns, we were assured, were superior to any other desoription of 
naval ordnance, and, in the event of a war between the Federal 
States and any European Power, we were told that these guns 
alone would give the victory to the former. But when they came 
to be employed in actual service what was the result? They al- 
most invariabiy burst.

GREAT FIRE AT OONSTANTINOPLE. 
Br far the most terrible calamity which has shocked the publio 
mind of Constantinople for thirty years past happened at Galate on 
Mondey night, the 20ih of February. Shortly after eleven o'clock 
on the night in question a fire broke out in one of the wings of the 
Romen Ostholio convent of St. Benoit, aud, notwithstanding the 
uiter absence of wind, the flames rapidly spread to the adjoining 
apartments, and thence to the thickly-clustering houses outeide the 
convent enclosure. The fire quickly spread ite own alarm, and 
within little more then half an hour after ita first appearance nearly 
a dozen fire-engiass, with a strong muster of toloumbajees, & nume- 
rous force of and a company of marines from the arsenal 
were on the spot. il Pasha also arrived promptly from Tophanch 
with half a oompany of artillerymen, and foreign gunboats in 
the harbour st the same time despatched esche fire-engine and a 
atrong crew to work it. The intricate arrangement of the building, 
however, coupled with almost entire want of water, for жет 4 
defied all attempte to reach the rapidly extending flames, which 
soon engulphed the whole north-eastern angle of the convent, aud 
flinging their fiery spray across the narrow streets on either side, 
ignited the wooden houses along a line of more than 100 yards. 
The first efforts of the salvors were directed to the large atone build- 
ing in the corner of the quadrangle which formed the aleeping- 
quarters of the Sisters end the female pupils of the establishment, 
'l'hese were all safely rescued, but bare) 7 with the olothes they wera 
able to wrap round them in the moment of esospe. While this was 
being effected inside the enclosure the fire was making rapid progress 
among the houses outside. The whole of these being of wood, and as 
dry as tinder, the flames literally licked up house after house till stopped 
in their progress, on the one side, by а pile of atone buildings down 
near the Armenian churoh, and on the other towards Tophaneh by 
a wide gap effected by the demolition of a row of hovels in that 
direction. In the meantime, however, the great disaster of the 
night had happened. Shortly after midnight a body of some sixty 
toloumbajees, with four engines, had stationed themselves along the 
outside wall of the high stone building in the corner of the convent 
quadrangle elready mentioned, considering themselves sheltered by 
the wall from the flames within, and being well placed from that 
point for playing on the wooden buildings already ignited on the 
other side. The apparent safety of the spot had also collected on 
end around it several of the policemen and spectators, of whom, ag 
is usual, & large crowd had by this time gathered from all parts of 
Pera and Galata. Suddenly, and without even a warning orack, 
the eastern and southern walls of this lofty building toppled out- 
wards, erally creasing over the doomed crowd below like the 
curve of a breaking wave, and burying under their debris all four of 
the engines mentioned, with the whole of their crews, and a large 
number of the police and on-looking crowd. Nota man who had

PECKHAM. 
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DEATH OF THE HON. G. М. DALLAS. 


Recent Ameriosn news contains the account of 
the death of the Нов. @. М. Dallas, formerly 
United States minister in this country. He was 
a man of considerable attainments, end highly 
respected in this country. 

George Mifin Dalias was, we learn, born at 
Philadelphie on the 10th of July, 1792; and 
having received bis early education in that 
place, usted with high bonours at Prinoe- 
ton College in 1810. His father, it seems, had 
been district attorney of Pevnysylvanis, under 
Jefferson, end, at & leter period, seoretary of the 
treasury, uuder Maddison; and Dallas the 
younger, having ocmwenced the stody of law 
in his father's oflloe, was in due time admitted 
to the American bar. 

Mr. Dallas, having reached this stage of hie 
career, and being ро doubt desirons to aee 
something of the world, accowpanied Мг Gella- 
tin to Russia se private secretary, wben that 
gentleman was member of & commissiou ap- 
pointed to negotiate a peace under the medis- 
tion of the Ozsr Alexander. Mr. Dallas then 
took the opportunity of making himself ao- 
quainted with European countries, and visited 
Freuce, Erglaud, Holland, and the Nether- 
lands. Returoing to the United States, he com- 
menced practising as a lawyer. In 1817, he 
was nominated deputy of the Attorney- 
General of Philadelphia; and in 1829, beving 
meantime been elected Mayor of Philadelphia, 
he was sppointed to the office of district 
attorney, woioh, as we have stated, his father 
bad held. 

Mr. Dallas, having early taken a deep interest 
in politics, soon rendered himself one of the 
leading men among the Democratic party in hie 
native Biete; and in 1831, heving been elected 
to fill a vacancy which occurred in the repre- 
sentation of Pennysylvanis in the Benate of 
the United States, he began to take a promi- 
nent part in the stormy debates of which that 
assembly was the scene. On the expiration of 
his term in 1833, he declined re-election, and 
resamed the pursuit of. his professional avo- 


cations. 

A year or two passed over; and la 1887 Mr. 
Dallas was scoredited as American smbassador 
at St Petersburgb, and oon'inued to oooupy that 
distinguished pesition till 1839, when he returned 
home, and once more devoted himself to his 
profe sional pursuits. However, in 1844, be 
was again tempted from his law-books on being 
elected Vice-President of the United Staies, au 
office which he continu:d to fill till the eleva- 
tion of Mr. Fillmore to the Presidency. 

Daring the difficulty which oocorred between 
this country and America, in 1856, relative to 
the disputes between Central America and our 
Government, Lord John Russell made the 
following remarks :—" №,” said the noble lord,

Tue straggle tbat has been going on for years in the iron trade 
has at length reached a crisis in one of the boldest messures that 
has ever been or that could under sny circumstances be adopted by 
the employers of labour in any branch of industry. On Saturday 

ight the Bouth Staffordshire Ironworks were closed on the under- 
andin that they should not be “рн opened till the North 
Staffordsbire men had returned to work. There aro 3 000 furnaces 
in South Staffordshire. They were at work ов Saturdsy, but they 
tre cold this morning. 6,000 puddlers were employed at them, and 
for each pnddler there wes an assistant, and for every puddler aud 
every atsistant there was a labourer. There were cosl wheelers, 
boat loaders and unloaders, horse drivers, and labourers employed 
in many other capacities in connection with the iron works. "There 
were also 3 500 m'llmen. Very soon after the stopping of the iron- 
works à great number of colliers must be thrown out of work. Oa 
the whole 34 000 or 35,000 persone wiil be thrown out of employ- 
ment in South Btaffurdshire alone this week, end 40,0007 а week 
that used to be distributed in wages will no longer ciroulate amongst 
the families of the poor. If the lock out be persevered im all over 
the country, in accordance with the compact which tbe iron-masters 
have entered into with each other, 70,000 men will be thrown out 
of employment, and above 200,000 persons will b» deprived of tho 
means of subsistenoe. Nearly 100,000/ a week that used to bo paid 
in wages will be divertod from the labouring classes of tho fron 
distrio:s cf this country, and will circulate ia come other ohsnnel.
